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DISTRICT WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE—ROCKINGHAM, SS 


To the inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head, a Village District in the 
Town of North Hampton, New Hampshire organized under the 
provisions of Chapter 196 of the Session Laws of 1905, qualified 
to vote in District affairs. Greetings. 


You are hereby notified to meet at Union Chapel, 7 Willow 
Avenue in said District on the first Tuesday in September next, 
being the fifth day of September 1989 at 6:30 p.m. for the follow- 
ing purposes: 


Article One: To elect a Moderator, a District Clerk, a Treasurer, and 
an Auditor for the ensuing year. 


Article Two: To elect one Commissioner for a term of three years 
following the expiration of the term of James M. E. Mixter at the 
conclusion of this meeting. 


Article Three: To hear the reports of the Clerk, the Treasurer, the 
Commissioners, the Zoning Inspectors, the Zoning Board of Adjustment 
and others, which reports are included in this report, and to take such 
action as you may desire with regard to them. 


Article Four: To see if the District will vote to accept in whole or in 
part the Budget as submitted to the Municipal Budget Committee of 
the Town, and approved by them, which budget is included in the center 
of this Report. 


Article Five: To take such action as you may desire to give the 
Treasurer of the Village District authority to borrow money in anticipa- 
tion of taxes upon the written authority of at least two of the Commis- 
sioners, and to dispense the funds of the Village District upon the 
approval of at least two of the Commissioners. 


Article Six: To see if you will authorize the Commissioners or any 
two of them, to apply for, to accept, and to expend without further action 
by this Village District, monies from the State of New Hampshire, from 
the Federal Government, from other governmental units, or from 
private sources in accordance with the provisions of Revised Statutes 
Annotated Chapter 31. 


Article Seven: To see if you will authorize the Commissioners or any 
two of them, to transfer funds from the Little Boar’s Head Improvement 
Fund, and/or to deposit funds from the Operating Account into said 
Fund, as administered by the Trustees of Trust Funds for the Town of 
North Hampton, such funds to be used primarily for the purpose of 
repair or improvement of our sidewalk system. 


Article Eight: To receive your opinion as to whether you approve or 
disapprove the possible passage of a sewer line from the Town of Rye 
through the Village District to the Town of Hampton providing that cer- 
tain necessary requirements and conditions are imposed in connection 
therewith. These include, but are not limited to, the following: 


a) Complete plans, specifications and conditions are to be submitted 
to the Village District Commissioners for their approval prior to 
being submitted for bid. 


b) Adequate legal and financial safeguards shall be in place to pro- 
tect the residents and others, their buildings and property along 
the projected line against any damage which may be caused by 
construction. 


c) Noconstruction shall be allowed from the Fourth of July to Labor 
Day, and no construction shall be allowed prior to 7:00 a.m. or after 
5:00 p.m. on any day. 


Article Nine: To see if the Village District of Little Boar’s Head will 
vote to amend Section II of the Zoning Ordinance of Little Boar’s Head, 
(said Section being entitled “Establishment of Zoning Districts” by 
adding thereto an additional sub-section to read as follows: 


D. HISTORIC DISTRICT— Pursuant to the authority granted in RSA 
674:46 et sub and for the purpose of preserving within the Village 
District of Little Boar’s Head certain unique and aged structures 
reflecting the cultural, economic, and architectural history, which 
have played an important part in the early development of the 
Village District, an Historic District Commission is hereby 
authorized and established as follows: 


a) Said Historic District Commission shall be composed of seven 
members, at least one of whom shall be a Village District 
Commissioner, another shall be the Chairman of the Village 
District Zoning Commission, and the remaining five 
members shall be appointed by the Village District Commis- 
sioners for a term of three years, in such manner that their 
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terms shall not expire simultaneously. 


b) And said Historic District Commission shall establish such 
areas or structures as may qualify for inclusion in an Historic 
District, and shall establish and administer such regulations 
as may be necessary and desirable regarding any buildings 
or areas within the Historic District, but ordinary repairs or 
maintenance shall not be restricted. And no rules or regula- 
tions shall be in effect until after a public hearing with due 
notice by Certified Mail to any owners affected. 


Article Ten: To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be needed for the purposes included in the budget, including the 
extinguishing of fires, the lighting or sprinkling of streets, the plant- 
ing and care of shade and ornamental trees, the supply of water for 
domestic and fire purposes, the construction and maintenance of main 
drains and common sewers, the construction, maintenance and care of 
parks and commons, the maintenance of activities for recreation, the 
control of pollen, insects and pests, the impoundment of water, the 
maintenance of roads, the appointment and employment of watchmen 
and police officers, the enactment and enforcement of zoning regula- 
tions, and all other miscellaneous District expenses for the ensuing 
year. 


Article Eleven: To transact such other business as may legally come 
before said meeting.

Report of the Commissioners of the 
Village District of Little Boar’s Head 


We have made some progress this last year on two matters which have 
concerned us. One of these is our sidewalk system—much of which 
needed repair, the other is our street lights which we had trouble 
lighting. 


Sidewalks 


The sidewalk along the ocean receives a great deal of use and we have 
counted over 100 people a day on it. When the boardwalk is in place 
it provides over a mile of walk with an unexcelled view of the ocean. 
It is probably the best scenic walk on the entire seacoast of New Hamp- 
shire. Last year we replaced many broken slabs and were able to lay 
1,000’ of new walk. We will continue this program as funds permit. 


Parks and Commons 


Under this heading comes our care of the grass along the ocean, and 
our contribution to the Rye Beach-Little Boar’s Head Garden Club for 
the garden north of the fish houses. 

This year we employed young people from Odyssey House to do our 
picking up along the ocean walks. After a late start the results have 
been satisfactory. We employ other professionals to mow along this area 
and to keep the walk open. 

Once again we find it necessary to remind all residents who have 
sidewalks in front of their place that it is their responsibility to trim 
and control bushes and shrubs that encroach on the sidewalk. Please 
observe this courtesy to walkers and joggers. 


Street Lights 


Finally, after two years and considerable expense, all of our street 
lights are functioning. Underground cable which supplied the lights 
passed through several land owners’ property. Finally it became eroded 
and would no longer provide power. To save cost we waited until Hamp- 
ton Water Company had to dig a trench and we laid our cable (in PVC) 
in that trench. 


Beach Parking 


Through the continued and persistent efforts of the Selectmen and 
encouragement by your Commissioners, an experimental plan to pro- 
vide parking spaces for the residents of the Town is in effect. Twenty 
spaces in the parking lot at the beach-have been rented from the State 
and permit stickers are available at the Town Office for $10.00 each. 
The Town will probably lose money on the deal, but at least there are 
20 spaces available for residents at present. 
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Fire Apparatus 


Through the efforts of Shaun Berry, our “Apparatus” now rests in the 
Hampton Fire Museum where it is on view. 


Recycling 


As the result of action at the last Town Meeting an appropriation of 
$45,000 was passed. The Selectmen and a committee are actively work- 
ing on the project. It appears that by this fall a site will be available 
on South Road in Town and recycling will begin. It will probably be 
voluntary at first but within a year will probably be mandatory. 


Historic District 


At the last Precinct Meeting we were asked to “institute an historic 
district as soon as possible.” This we have been doing, and hopefully by 
this Precinct Meeting (September 5, 1989), the establishment of an 
Historic District Commission will be on the ballot for your action. Bear 
in mind this simply sets up the Commission. The identification of areas 
or buildings will come later, but we suggest you give thought to what 
you think would be wise to include. No matter what is included, State 
law prohibits restriction of ordinary repairs and maintenance. 


Financial 


The budget proposed for the ensuing year is self explanatory and is 
a bit less than our current budget. The principal ingredients of our tax 
bills are the Town, School, and County Budgets. These have increased 
substantially in recent years. We endeavor to keep you informed of Town 
Budget trends through our appointee to the Town Budget Committee. 
But we urge all voting residents of our Precinct to attend all Town 
Budget hearings so that they may express their views and eventually 
vote on these matters. 


The Marshes 


An additional study of our marshes, to which we referred in our last 
report, has been made and is available in the Town Office. We urge you 
to read it. It says what we have known for some time. The marshes are 
turning from salt to brackish water, purple loosestrife is proliferating, 
there is not enough salt water flushing action. Unfortunately there 
appears to be no branch of government, Federal, State or local, with 
enough persistence and money to get the job done. We believe the North 
Hampton Conservation Commission is working on this and perhaps 
they will find a way to accomplish a solution. 


Crime 


Some time ago we sent a letter to our residents telling them the 
Village District has experienced a number of break ins. Again, we warn 
residents. Keep locked up, keep an eye out for unusual people or un- 
familiar automobiles. Be wary of anyone coming to the door under any 
guise at all. Keep an eye on your neighbor’s place, and REPORT 
ANYTHING SUSPICIOUS TO THE POLICE.

Article 3. Reports of Clerk and Treasurer were presented and 
accepted with thanks. 

Commissioner’s report, printed on pages 5 through 8, was presented 
by Mr. Southworth. He thanked Mrs. Silbaugh for her work as Treasurer 
and, also, Mr. Donald O’Brien, for his work on the zoning board. 


Article 4. The report of the budget for the ensuing year, 1988-1989, 
(blue insert pages 9-10) was examined. Sidewalks are in great need of 
repair, and monies are needed from the reserve in the amount of 
$7,000.00. The Budget Committee will meet on September 20, 1988, 
at 7:00 p.m., in Union Chapel for the purpose of approving the budget. 


Article 5. It was moved, seconded and passed to give the Treasurer 
of the District authority to borrow money in anticipation of taxes and 
to disburse the District’s funds only upon approval of two or more of the 
District Commissioners. 


Article 6. It was moved, seconded and passed to authorize the Com- 
missioners of the District to apply for, to accept, and to expend without 
further action by the Village District, monies from the State of New 
Hampshire, the Federal Government, other governmental units, or 
private sources in accordance with the Revised Statutes Annotated 
Chapter 31, Section 95-b.

The Village District was authorized to raise and appro- 
priate such sums of money as may be needed for purposes included in 
the budget, including the extinguishing of fires, the lighting or sprin- 
kling of streets, the planting and care of shade and ornamental trees, 
the supply of water for domestic and fire purposes, the construction and 
maintenance of main drains and common sewers, the construction, 
maintenance and care of parks and commons, the maintenance of 
activities for recreation, the control of pollen, insects and pests, the 
impoundment of water, the maintenance of roads, the appointment and 
employment of watchmen and police officers, the enactment and 
enforcement of zoning regulations, and all other miscellaneous District 
expenses for the ensuing years. |

2. Mr. Martignelli, of 12 Ocean Boulevard, brought up the problem 
of town residents parking at the beach. Still no feasible solution. 


3. Historic District discussed—why it is so important to the district 
to establish one. Jane Finke, 11 Appledore Avenue, made a motion 
to “direct the Commissioners of Little Boar’s Head to form an 
Historic District Commission as soon as possible.” Motion passed. 


4. Mr. Mixter spoke to meeting of importance of attending town 
budget meetings. Problems he addressed: 
a. Larger elementary school 
b. New police station. 
c. Waste disposal problem. 


Mr. Keyser adjourned meeting at 7:50 p.m., to be reconvened on 
September 20, 1988, at 7:00 p.m., in Union Chapel.
